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THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART CREATES NEW STAFF POSITION: 
COODINATOR OF COMMUNITY PROGRAMS, DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 
AND PUBLIC PROGRAMS 

Cavana I.O. Faithwalker, Minority Intern at The Cleveland Museum of Art for the past two years, 
has been named Coordinator of Community Programs, beginning September 1. He has been 
active at the Museum, leading classes and gallery talks for young people, coordinating the 
Museum’s observance of the annual World AIDS Day in December, and helping to develop 
programs complementing this summer’s special exhibition, Benin: Royal Art of Africa. In his new 
position, he will strike a balance between working in the Museum and visiting Qeveland’s 
neighborhoods, with the dual mission of stimulating interest in creativity and art appreciation and 
encouraging the active use of the Art Museum. The new Community Programs Coordinator 
position is animated by the principle that when people approach art, they take the most important 
step toward building a community that values artistic creativity, and that those values build 
stronger communities. 

Cav Faithwalker, who has been involved in such community work since before he came to 
the Museum, will play an active role in the Museum’s pursuit of these civic goals. Born in 
Qeveland, he graduated from Cleveland State University and went on to attend the prestigious 
Lowry Tech Photography School in Denver. He has worn a number of professional hats, ranging 
from restaurant manager to naval architectural design draftsman to working in a New Jersey 
museum of African-American history. 

Museum director Robert P. Bergman says, “This appointment is an important step in fulfill- 
ing Qur deep commitment to bringing the benefits of this great Museum to the entire community. 
Cav’s role relates to the activist approach to community outreach embraced more and more by 
truly public-spirited institutions.’’ 

Assuming the post of Minority Intern is Marty Blade, who has been with the Museum for a 
year as a part-time tour instructor and studio class teacher. Marty graduated from Cleveland State 
University and earned his Master of Fine Arts degree from Louisiana State University. 
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
